Make out a long 
list if you will: if that takes too much time 
just write on a post card the names of ten or 
a dozen books that should not be overlooked 
in Booklist Books 1924. And let us have it in 
January, please. 
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HE BOOKLIST is selective, not inclusive. No one is ex- 

pected to follow it blindly or to confine herself entirely in 
her book buying to its recommendations. Every librarian will 
need books of special or local interest from time to time, books 
not listed here, while large libraries will order many titles that 
never find their way into the Booklist. New subscribers and 
particularly those outside the library profession may be interested 
in an outline of Booklist procedure: 


RACTICALLY all publishers furnish review copies of their 

new publications to the Booklist. A broadside is printed 
every month listing all recent arrivals as well as fugitive titles 
caught in the Publisher's Weekly and from other sources. This 
broadside or tentative list, as it is called, is mailed out to more 
than fifty leading librarians throughout the country who have 
agreed to cooperate in making the Booklist. They return the list 
after registering their opinions by means of plus or minus votes. 
About twenty current reviews are received in the office and in- 
dexed. Special reviews are abstracted in local libraries. WVolun- 
teer readers, residents of Chicago, furnish their written opinions. 
From the votes of librarians the bocks are selected for the next 
issue of the Booklist; from the other information plus a reading 
or careful examination in the office the annotation is prepared. 
Two months at least are usually required for the listing of a 
book after it reaches the office due to the method of selection. 
Those who are wont to complain of the slowness of appearance 
of the titles of new books are reminded that were this feature 
hastened the Booklist would lose its unique quality: that of 
representing a consensus of experienced professional opinion. 
A leaflet describing the process in more detail will be sent upon 
request. 


ISCUSSION of librarians’ so-called censorship of books 
seems rife. To librarians, were selection not such a diffi- 
cult problem on an always limited budget, the discussion would 
be even more humorous than it is. For no one knows better 
than the librarian who the real censors are. Michael Mont in 
The white monkey sums up the situation rather well: “We eman- 


cipated people have got into the habit of thinking we’re the 
world—Well! we aren’t; we’re an excrescence, small and noisy. 
We talk as if all the old values and prejudices had gone; but 
they’ve no more gone, really, you know, than the rows of villas 
and little grey houses.” The community served by the public 
library in an average town is the censor. A vigilant book com 
mittee, puritanically minded patrons, and the necessity of making 
the book fund buy the best for the greatest number of readers 
often prevent the librarian from offering what her professional 
judgment feels is a square deal to the comparatively “small 
excrescence,” which, while it may be noisy in more populous 
centers, is certainly shouted down in smaller ones. The Booklist 
does not feel itself bound to conform to the restrictions placed 
upon a small town librarian by a narrow-minded community, but 
will continue to list good books, honestly written and recognized 
as worth while by our library advisers, even though they might 
offend certain readers. But it will always be our aim to indicate 
the nature of such books. 


HIS year will be marked in the history of children’s litera- 

ture by the advent of two fine reviewing agencies of child- 
ren’s books. The first, “The three owls,” a page in the New York 
Herald Tribune weekly literary supplement, is edited by Anne 
Carroll Moore, director of children’s work of the New York 
public library. Miss Moore’s articles that have appeared for 
some years in the Bookman have gained for her a wide and ap- 
preciative audience and have done much to awaken an interest in 
present-day children’s literature, and the announcement of a spe- 
cial weekly page edited by her was sincerely welcomed. This 
is proving most interesting with its discussion of specially out- 
standing books and allied topics of interest, bringing to bear Miss 
Moore’s own personal contact with publishers, authors, illus- 
trators and those keenest of critics, the children themselves. The 
second, the Horn Book, is an attractive periodical to be published 
four times a year by The Bookshop for boys and girls, 270 
Boylston Street, Boston. From time to time, catalogs and lists 
have been issued by this shop that are always noteworthy for the 
fine discrimination shown in the choice of titles and editions, and 
this new venture, which gives an opportunity for longer reviews 
and articles about classes of books and their authors, maintains 
the same excellent standard and in some way reflects the spirit of 
the bookshop of which Bertha E. Mahcny is the director.
